Artificers within three miles of the Citie of London, not yet admitted 
into the new Corporation. 


ſtained through the intruſion of Aliens and Foꝛreyners into thoſe 
plates aud by the ungoverned exerciſe of Trade there: We by Our 
Letters Patents under Our great Scal of England, beartag date the 

—ſctond day of June, in the twelfth year of Our Kcig ne, did incoꝛpo⸗ 
tate ſuch Tradeſmen and Artificers, then inhabiting the ſame places, as had lerved Appꝛen⸗ 
tiſhips foꝛ the ſpace of ſeven years, into a body toꝛpoꝛate and politique, and did erect a ſetled 
government koꝛ reſtraint of ſuch intruders, and foꝛ the regulating and moꝛe oꝛderly diſpoſing 
of Trade and Tradeſmen there foꝛ time to tome. And afterwards by Our P2oclamation 
bearing date the four and twentieth day of Febzuary,in the laid twelfth year ok Our Reign, 
We did publiſh the pꝛemiſſes to all Our loving Subjects, thereby alſo declaring Our will 
and pleaſure to be, that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoever, ſhould after the Feaſt of All Saints 
then nextenſuing, uſe oꝛ exerciſe any Trade, Myſtery, Craft, Occupation, oz trading by retail 
within the places afozeſaid , unleſſe he oz they were admitted into the freedome of the ſaid 
Coꝛpoꝛation, upon pain of Our indignation, and ſuch further puniſhment, as we by Our 
Laws and the Statutes of this Our Realm, oꝛ by Our pzcrogative Royall might inflict 
upon the contemners of Dur Royall will and pleaſure. 

Accozding to which our Letters Patents and Pꝛotlamation ſo made andpubliſhed as 
afoꝛelaid, We did reſolve in all reſpects to have pzoceeded, intending not onely to have er- 
cluded from the benefit of the ſaid freedome, and from the exerciſe of Trade within the places 
afozeſatd , all capable perſons refuſing to be admitted within the time afozelumited, as negle- 
tters of our gracious favours ſo freely offered unto them, but alſo to have pꝛoteeded againſt 
themaccozding to our Lawes with allſeverity, as contemners of our Royal commands ſo 
declared as afozeſaid, | 


But now foꝛalmuch as we are given to underſtand that (partly by reaſon of the ſickneſſe 
and infection wherewith the afoꝛe ſaid plates have been much vilited, and partly thꝛough the 
delay of ſome of the ſaid Tradeſmen and Artificers, who, out of a miſunderſtanding of Our 
Royall intentions, did koꝛa time putoff theiradmittance into the laid Freedome) many ofthe 
ſaid Tradeſmenand Artificers were hindered, and others diſcouraged from toming in to be 
made Free. Nevertheleſſe, when the time limited by Dur ſaid fozmer Pꝛoclamation was 
almoſt expired, themultitude ofthoſe that came to receive their Freedome was ſo great, that 
the Governour , Wardens,Chamberlains and Aſſiſtants of the laid Coꝛpoꝛation, foꝛ fear cf 
admitting ſuch as were uncapable thereof, to the pzejudiceof the ſaid Coꝛpoꝛation, were en- 
foꝛted to deſiſt from further pꝛoteeding in the ſaid ſervice: And by means of the pzemiſles, 
many of the laid Tradeſmen and Artificers remain as yet not admitted into the ſaid Free- 
dome. 

We taking the premiſes into Our ſerious conſideration, have thought meet rather to 
give a further tune foꝛ the admittance of ſuch Tradeſmen and Artificers, as being capable of 
the ſaid Freedome, have not yet taken the ſame, then toer clude ſuch of them not pet admit⸗ 
ted, Whoſe coming in hath been retarded by the means akoꝛeſaid: And therekoze Our will 
and pleaſure is, and We do hereby declare , That the Governour, Wardens, Chamber⸗ 
laines, and Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Coꝛpoꝛation, ſhall and may pꝛoceed without delay to admit 
intotheſaid Freedome all ſoꝛts of Zradeſinenand Artificers whatlocver, alcell Bzewers, 
Weavers, and 25:ickmakers,as others, who bythe true intent of Our ſaid Charter and Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation are capable thereof: yet lo, as none be admitted into the laid Coꝛpoꝛation, who have 
intruded into the ſaid places ſince the date of Our afoꝛeretited Pꝛotlamation. 

And We do hereby further declare Our will and pleaſure tobe, That all Our lobing Dub- 
jects, aſwell Bzewers, Weavers, and2Szickmakers, as other Tradeſmen, and Artificers 
whatſoever capable of the ſaid Freedome,and not yet admitted, ſhall fozthwith come in and 
take their ſaid Freedome: So as they map allbeadmitted bekoꝛe the Feaſt of the Purifica- 
tion of the bleſſed virgin Mary, next coming, to the end the Governour, Wardens, Cham⸗ 
berlains,and Aſſiſtants, may after the ſaid Feaſt the better attend the erpelling and keeping 
out of Foꝛreiners and Aliens, and the regulating and oꝛder ing of the ſaid Co2pozattM and 
members ot the ſame, actoꝛding to the truſt We have repoled in them.
